meaning which this proposition ascribes to it. 
The power granted to Congress to coin money, 
is an authoiicy to stamp metallic money, and is 
not an authority for emitting slips ot paper con- 
tdiniog promises to pay money. 
The authoi ity 
granted to Congress to regulate the value of 
coin, is an authority to regulate the value of 
the metallic money, not ol paper. 
The prohi­ 
bition upon the iijtatcs against making anything 
but gold ami silver a legal tender, is a moral 
prohibition, foundeil in virtue and honesty, and 
is just as binding upon the federal governriumt 
as upon the State governments; and that with­ 
out a written prohihition; for tiie dillerence in 
the nature of the two governments is such 
that the States may do all things which they 
are not forbid to do, and the federal govern­ 
ment con do nothing which it is not authorized 
by the constitution to do. 
The power to pun­ 
ish the crime of counterfeiting, is limited to 
the current coin of the United States, and to 
the securities of the U. States, and cannot be 
extended to the offence of forging paper money 
hut by that unjustifiable power ol construction 
twhich founds an implication upon an impUca- 
ion, and hangs one implied power upon an 
other.

M r B. said it was not to be supposed that 
the objection which he now took to the un- 
constitutionality of the clause which made 
the notes of the Federal Bank a legal tender 
to the Federal (íoverriment, was an objection 
which could be overlooked, or di-íreganled, by 
the adversaries of the Bank in 1791. 
It was 
not overlooked, or disregardeil: on the contra­ 
ry, it was denounced, and combated, as in it­ 
self, a separate and distinct breach of the con­ 
stitution, going the whole length of emitting 
paper money, and the more odious and repre­ 
hensible because a privileged company was to 
have the monopoly of the emission. The genius 
of Hamilton was put in requisition to answer 
this objection ; and the best answer which that 
great man could give it, w'asa confession of the 
omnipolence of the objection, ami the total im- 
possihilily of doing it away. His answer surren­ 
dered the whole question oí a currency.

To do justice to General Hamilton, 
andto detect, and expose, the true character of 
ihisbank paper, M r B. read a clause from Gen­ 
eral Hamilton’s reply to the cabinet opinions of 
M r Jeiierson and the Attorney General Han- 
dolph, when President VVa.shinsiton had the 
charter of the tirst bank under advisement with 


land. 
in the midst of that wreck. 
Ih cy saw the 
havoc which p.iper mon y had made upon the 
fortunes of imiividuals, and the morals of the 
jmblic. 
They determined to have no more 
federal paper money. 
They created a hard 
money government; they intended the new 
government to recognise nothing lor money but 
gold and silver; and every word admitted into 
the constitution, uj>on the subject of money, 
defuies, and establishes, that sacred intention. 
Legislative enactment, continued 
Mr B., 
came quickly to the aid of constitutional inten­ 
tion, and historic recollection. 
'I'he filth statute 
pa-sed at the first session, ot the tirst Congress, 
that ever sat under the present constitution, 
was full and explicit on this head. 
It defined 
the kind of money which the federal treasury 
should receive. 
I'he enactments ot the statute 
are remarkable for their brevity and compre­ 
hension, as w ell as for their clear interpretation 
of the constitution, and deserve to he repeated 
and remembered. 
'I'hey are: 
that the fees 
and duties payabjc to the federal government, 
sli.dl t?e received in gold and silver coin on/y; the 
gold coins of Franee, Spain, I’oriugal and Lng- 
land, and all other gold coins of equal fineness, 
at 8.9 cents tor every pennyvvighl; the Mexican 
‘ dollar at lUO cents; the crown of France at 111 
cents; and all other silver coins of equal fiue- 
iicss, at 111 coals peroi nee. 
This statute was 
passed the :i9fh diy of Ju ly, 17S9,—^just one 
month aft«T Congress had commenced tiie work 
of legisl.ation. 
It shows the sense of the Con 
gress, composed of the men, in great part, who 
had framed the cousnitution, and who, by using 
the woifl, only, clearly expressed their inten­ 
tion that gobl and silver alone was to constitute 
tho currency of the new government. 
In support of this coiisiructioii of the consti­ 
tution, Air B. referied to the phrase so often 
used i>y our most aged and eminent statesmen, 
that this was intended to lie a hard money gov­ 
ernment. 
Yes, said Air B. the framers of the 
corHtitulioii were hard money men; but the 
chief expounder and executor of tliaf consti- 
tioii was not a hard money man, but a p ipcr 
system man! 
a man devoted to the 
paper 
system of Faglaiul with all the firmness ol 
conviction, aiul all the fervor of enthusiasm. 
Goil forbid, said Air B. that 1 should do iiiju.stice 
to General Hamilton.— that 1 should say, or in- 
simiate, aught to deiogate from the just lame 
of that great man ! 
He has many lilies to the 
gratitude, and admiration, of his countrymen, 
and the heart could not be Aineiican which 
could dishonor, or disparage his memory. 
But 


It was the clause in which 
General Hamilton replie.l to the objection to 
the constitutionality ot making tlic notes ot the 
Bank receivable in payment of public dues. 
‘ 'fo designate, or appoint, the money, or thin^, 
in which taxes are to he paid, is not only a 
proper, hut a necessary exercise of the poirer 
of collecting them. 
Accordingly, Congress, in 
tho law concerning the collection ot the duties, 
imposts, and tonnage, have provided that they 
shall he payable in gold and silver. 
But, while 
it w'as an indispensable part of the W’ork to say 
in M’Aof tliey should he paid, fhc choice oj the 
specific Ihin^ivas a mere matter of discretion. 
The payment might have been required in the 
commodities themselves, 
'faxes, in kind, 
however ill judged, are not without prece­ 
dent, even in the U. States ; or it might have 
been in the paper money ol the several States, 
or in the bills of the Bank of North America, 
New Y ork, and Massachusetts, all, or either, 
of them ; it might have been in bills issued 
under the authority of the United States. .No 
part of this, it is presumed, can be disputed. 
The appointment of the. M O .V E Y or T i l E V G , 
in udiich the taxes are to be paid, is an inci- 
dent of the P O W E R of collection. 
An- 
among'the expedients which may be adoptmi, 
is that of bills issued under the authority of the 
U. States.’ 
M r B would read no further, al­ 
though 
the argument of General Hamilton 
extended through several pages, 
'fhe nature 
of the argument is fully disclosed in what is 
read. 
It surrenders the whole question of a 
currency. 
Neither the power to furnish a 
currency, or to regulate currency, is pretended 
to he claimed, 'fhe notes of the now Bank, arc 
put upon (he footing, not ol money, hut ot com- 
modities,— things,—articles in kind,— which 
the tax receiver may accept from the tax payer, 
and w'hich are to he* used and consuiiied by the 
receiver, and not to he reluined to the people, 
much less to be diffused over the couitliy in 
place of money. 
'I'his is the original idea and 
eoiiception of these notes. 
It is the idea under 
which they obtained the legal capacity ol re- 
ceivability in payment of public slues; and 
from tins humide conception, tbis degraded as­ 
similation to corn and giain, to clothes and pro­ 
visions, they have, by virtue of that clause in 
the charter, crept up to the character of money 
—became the real, practical, currc/icy of the 
land,—driven the currency of the constitution 
from the land,— and so depraved the public intel­ 
lect as now to be calleil for as money, ami pro- 
claimcii to be indispensable to the couii'ry, wh n 
author of the Bank could not rank higher than 
an expedient for paying a tax. 
H, In the next place, M r B. believed that 
his ideas «>1 guvernmeut did not receive the the quantity of specie derivable trom foreign 
«anetioii of general approbation; and of all his 
po itical tenets, his attachment to the paper 
system was iiiost strongly op|)Osed at the time, 
ami has produced the most lasting and deplora- 
I'le results upon the country 
Jn the year 
1791, this great man, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, brought forward his celebrated Flan 
lor the Sujjport of Fuldic Credit;— that plan 
which unfolded tlie entire sclieme of the paper 
system, and immedi.4tely developed the great 


ooinmerce, added to the (|uantity of gold de­ 
rivable from our owui mines, were lully suffi­ 
cient, if not expelled from the country by un­ 
wise laws, to furnish the people with an abun­ 
dant circulation ol gold and silver coin, for 
their common currency, without having re­ 
course to a circulation ol small bank notes. 
'I’he truth of these propo-itions, Air H. hehl 
to be susceptible of roinpb to and ready ¡iiool.

discourage the importation of loreign coins, and 
compel their eX[)ortation, is hi ingmg in an an 
nual supply'of se ven or eight millions. 
With 
an amemimenlof the laws which now' discour­ 
age tlio importation of foreign coins, and com­ 
pel their e.vportalion, there eouUi he no lielay 
in the rapid accvimolalion of a sulhcient stock 
of the precious metals to supply the largest cir- 
eulation which (he common business of the 
country could require. 
M r t). believed that tho product of foreign 
mines, and the (piantity of gold and silver now 
in existence, to be much greater than was coin- 
iiioiily supposed ; ami as a slaleincnt ol its 
umount would establish his projK»ilion in favor 
ol an adequate supply j of these metals, tor the 
eoinmun currency of the country, he would 
state that amount, as he found it calculated in 
approved woiks of political economy.

looked to the three great sources ol supply ; 
I. Mexico ami South America ; 2. Europe ami 
Northern Asia; 3. The coast of Aliiea. 
I'ak- 
iiig the discovery ot tho New W'mld, a.s the 
starting point from wliich the caleiilatioii w ould 
commence, and the product W'as : 
1. Mexico and South America, ,ikl),t")8,000,0hfi 
2. Europe and Northern Asia, 
928,000,()()() 
3. The coast of Africa, 
|.)0,00t),000 
Alaking a total product of seven thousand 
two hundre<i and tliirty-ix millions in tlie short 
space of three centuries and a half. 
'I'o this is 
to he added the quantity existing at the lime 
the New VV'orld was discovered, am! which was 
computed at .»fii,.300,000,000. 
Upon all these 
data the political economists. Air B. said, after 
deducting |t2,000,000,000 foi waste and con­ 
sumption, still conqnited the actual sti»ck of 
gold and siver ia Europe, Asia ami Ameiica, 
in 1832, at about seven (liousaml millions of 
dollars; and that quantity constantly and raphi- 
ly increasing. 
Air B. had no doubt but that the quantity of 
gold and silver in Europe, Asia ami America, 
was sulficient to carry on the whole business of 
the world. 
He said that »tales, ami Empires, 
far greater in wealth and population than any 
now' existing— tar superior in public and private 
magnificence— had carried on all the business 
of private life, and all the affairs of national gov­ 
ernment, upon gold and silver alone ; and lhat 
belare tlie mines of Mexico and Fci u were 
known, or dreamed of. 
He alluded to the great 
nations of antiquity,— to the Assyrian and Fer- 
fiian cinpiros ; to Egypt, Carthage, Rome; to 
the Grecian republics; the kingdoms of Asia 
Minor, and to the empire, transcending all 
these put togetlier—lhe Saracenic empire of 
the Ualiphs, which, taking for its centre, the 
eastern limit of the Roman workl, extended its 
iloiniihon as far w’est as Rome bad conquered, 
ami farther east than Alexander had maiched. 
'I'hese great nations, whose armies crushed 
empires at a blow, whose monumental edifices 
still attest their grandeur, had no idea ol Bank 
credits and paper money. 
'1 hey used gold ami 
silver alone. 
Such degenerate 
phrases as 
sound 
currency— paper medium— circulating 
media, never once sounded in their heroic ears. 
But why go h ick, exclaimed M r B,, to the 
nations of antiquity I 
W hy quit our ovvn day I 
Why look beyond the boumlarie.s of Europe.^ 
We have seen an empire in our own day, ol 
alino-it fabulous grandeur and magnificence, 
carrying on all its vast undertakings upon a 
currency of gold and silver, without deigning 
to recognise paper for money, 
1 speak, said 
M r B., of France—great and imperial France— 
and have iny eye upon that first year of the 
Consulate, when a young ami victorious (ien- 
eral, just transferred from the carnp to a council, 
announced to his astonished ministers that 
specie payment should commence in France 
by a given day ! in that France which, for so 
many years, had seen nothing hut a iidserahle 
currently of depreciated mandats and assig­ 
nats ! The annunciation was heard with the in­ 
ward contempt, and open distrust, w’hich the 
whole tribe of hack politicians, every where 
feel tor the statesmcnsliip of military men. 
It 
“ was followed by the success which it belongs 
to genius to inspire, ami to command. 
Specie 
payments commenced in France, on the day 
named; and a hard money cuiiency has been 
fhe sole currency ot France lium that tlay to 
this. 
M r B. then citeil a picssagc from a letter o 
Air (.iallatin to Mr Ingham, then Secretary of 
the I'leasury, (Dec. 1829,) to confirm what he 
said ot the French currency. 
The passage. 
‘ For the last twentylive years the coinage 
of Fiance has been tar greater thin that ot 
any other country. 
1 hardly need to observe 
that this is due to the almost total expulsion ol 
paper ascuirency. 
The Bank of France alone 
issues paper, and none of a deuomination less 
than 300 Irancs ; so that it is used almost ex­ 
clusively fur comiuercial transactions, ami re­ 
mittances, and makes no part of the currency, 
properly so called, of the country. 
I’aper, as 
all Know, necessarily drives away the precious 
metals, which will naturally tlow (u the places 
w here paper is not used. 
'I'hey (the precious 
metals) are a dearer, hut the only safe, circu 
luting medium ; and no country ttiat will resort 
to other means, can expect to h.ive a sound ami 
uniform currency. 
Such, said M r B. is the currency of France ; 
a country whose taxes exceed a thousand niiil- 
ions of francs — whose public and private ex­ 
penditures require a circulation ot three hiin- 
itred ami fifty millions of dollars — ami which 
posscsse.s that circulation, every dollar ot it, in 
gold and silver. 
After this example, can any 
one doubt the capacity of the United States to 
.supply itself with specie ? 
Reason, ami history 
forbid the doubt. 
Reason informs us lhat hard 
money Hows intó the vacuum the in-iant lhat 
small bank notes are driven opt. 
1'ranee re­ 
covered a specie circulaiiou widim a year after 
the consular government refu-ed to recognise 
paper for money. 
England recovered a gold 
circulation ot about one bumlred millions got 
dollars within four years after the one and two 
pound notes were suppressed.

riiat gobl was undervalued by the laws of 
the United .States, and expelled from circula­ 
tion, was a fact, Mr B. said, which every body 
knew; hut there was something else which 
every body did not know ; which few', in rmil- 
ity, had an opportunity ol knowing; hut which 
was necessary to he known, to enable the 
friends of gobl to go to work at the right place 
to effect the recovery of (hat preeiou i metal 
which their fathers once possessed, — which the 
subjects of 
European kmg.s now possess, — 
w hich the citizens of Ifie yooiig republics to 
the south, all po-^soss,— wliich even the free 
negroes ot Han Domingo possess, — hut which 
tlie yeomanry of this America have been tle- 
prived of for more than twenty years, and will 
be deprived of forever, unless they discover tin* 
cause ot the evil, and apply the remedy to its 
root. 
I have already shown, said M r B. that the 
plan for the siqrport of public credit, which 
tJcru'ral Ilamiltun lirought barwaid in 1791, was 
a plan for the establishment of the paper sys­ 
tem ill our Aineriea. 
We had at that time a 
gobl cunency which was circulating freely ami 
fully all over the country, 
(fobl is the antag­ 
onist of paper, and, with fair play, will keep a 
pajier curn'uey within just and proper limits. 
It will keep down the small iiotr's; for no man 
will carry a five, a ten, or a twenty dollar, note 
in his pocket, when he can getguineaa, eagles, 
half eagles, doubloons, and hall joes, to carry 
in their place. 
'I’he notes of tho new Bank of 
the United States, w hich Barikfonneil tho lead­ 
ing feature ill the plan for the support oJ’ |)ublic 
credit, hail already derived one undue advan­ 
tage over gobl in being put on a level with it 
ill point of legal tender to the federal govern­ 
ment, ami universal receivahility in all pay­ 
ments to that government: they were, now to 
•jerive another, and a still greater undue advan­ 
tage over gobl, in the law for the eMtablishimmt 
of the National M int; an institution whieh aUo 
formed a feature of the plan for the support of 
public credit. 
It is to that plan lhat we trace
